Nazi  Germany  Bumed  Her  Books — Thus  Is 
The  Challenge  To  Our  Colleges  Redoubled  > 

"1  -will  have  no  intellectual  training.  Knowledges  ruin  ' 
to  my  young  men."  Adolph  Hitler. 

And  so,  ten  years  ago,  all  the  books  considered  danger¬ 
ous  to  the  projection  of  Nazi  thought  were,  burned.  Begin¬ 
ning  with  the  destruction  of  some  25,000  volumes  in 'a  giant 
fire  in  the  square  before  the  University  of  Berlin  in  1933, 
the  Nazis  have  endeavored  to  wipe  out  of  Germany  all 
knowledge  of  the  literary  achievements  of  thousands  of 
writers.  Many  of  the  books  were  forbidden  because  of  the, 
‘author's  race,  some  because  of  their  nationality,  others 
because  of,  their  philosophy. 

This  anniversary  reminds  us  that  our  colleges,  and  we, 
as  college  students  are  faced  with  a  serious  problem. 
Thousand  of  young  men  have  been  taken  out  of  schools 
and  colleges.  When  the  war  is  over,  every  one  of  these 
young  men  should  be  given  an  opportunity  to  complete 
his  education  even  if  a  government  subsidy  is  necessary. 
These  boys  are  being  trained  to  fight,  but  our  naton  needs 
thinking  quite  as  desperately  as  it  needs  fighting. 

Alexander  Meikeljohn  states  in  a  recent  article:  : 

“The  sin  of  the  Axis  powers  is  that  they  have  carried 
to  a  brutal  and  fiendish  extreme,  principals  of  action  which  / 
in  1©3S  explicit,  less  exagerrated  degree  all  the  dominant 
nations  have  been  following. .
